The Holmesburg Amateur Radio 
Club of Philadelphia is pleased to 
announce the second annual 
Delaware Valley 2 Meter Simplex 
Contest to be held February 2, 
2002. 


The contest is open to all radio 
amateurs. Stations within a 60 mile 
radius of Philadelphia’s City Hall 
will exchange their zip code and 
contact number. Stations outside of 
the 60 mile radius will exchange 
their state and contact number. 
Stations from New York to 
Maryland will be able to participate 
in this evening event. 


The contest allows hams to meet 
their neighbors on the air as well 
as give many the opportunity to 
experience something else 
besides repeater contacts. 


According to HARC President Bob 
Josuweit, WA3PZO, the contest is 
designed for hams to have fun over 
a 4 hour period from 7—11 PM local 
time on a Saturday night. The 
contest allows hams to meet their 
neighbors on the air as well as give 
many the opportunity to experience 
something else besides repeater 
contacts. The 60 mile radius reaches 
just about all of the county 
boundaries surrounding 
Philadelphia. This also opens up an 
opportunity for approximately 60 
clubs to participate in the event. 
When choosing City Hall as the 
center of the contest, Josuweit noted 
the statue of William Penn on top of 
City Hall. "What better center point 
for the contest and the sponsoring 
organization whose club call is 
WM3PEN?" Last year’s winner 
K3SUE won by just 1 point! 


The contest gives individuals as 
well as clubs to participate in the 
event. Bonus points are being 
allowed for contacting club 
stations/callsigns. 


"We realize that everyone will not 
be able to contact WM3PEN so 
we’re giving clubs a chance to put 
their club callsign on the air." This 
could be from a club station or an 
individual’s home. "We don’t know 
what the weather will be in 
February, but this gives everyone 
the chance to operate from home."

Here’s a contest 
where they can spend a few hours 
on the radio, participate in a contest, 
and not be tied up for an entire day 
or weekend. 


Since last year several other areas 
of the country have expressed an 
interest in having a similar contest 
in their area. Awards will be 
issued to individual top scores in a 
high and low power category. Club 
station awards will also be issued in 
the high and low power category. 
There is also an opportunity for 
Clubs to sponsor awards for their 
members in a high and low power 
categories. An award will also be 
issued for the highest mobile score.

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From the Editors... 


Thirty-five years ago, a 14- 


year-old Philadelphia kid got 
the "itch" to get into ham 
radio. 


Her father, an Episcopalian 
clergyman, had also been an 
elementary school science teacher at 
a parochial school in Andalusia 
back in the days of Sputnik. He’d 
introduced his six—year—old to 
science and electronics: building a 
radio up out of components on a 
breadboarding kit, building a 
Geniac "computer" kit that played a 
winning tic—tac—toe strategy (A 
machine that can think! Wicked!), 
bringing home a telescope for 
nighttime stargazing. She had 
watched with fascination as he 
builds models of the Project 
Vanguard satellites and other 
spacecraft for the school science 
fair, and listened to the President’s 
1958 Christmas message from an 
orbiting rocket. 


As she grew old enough to move 
about the town on her own, she 
made a regular weekend pilgrimage 
to that temple to science and 
engineering, the Franklin Institute. 
Here, she could learn about aviation 
and astronautics, physics and 
chemistry, astronomy, mathematics, 
computers and electronics. She 
always visited the south wing of the 
second floor, where there was a 
weather station filled with teletypes 
and facsimile machines, a 
communications exhibit run by Bell 
Telephone told the complexity of 
telephony switching, the wonders of 
microwave relay, showcased the 
ill-fated Picturephone, and (a

favorite!) a relay—based cousin of 
that tic—tac—toe computer. 


And also in that wing, an amateur 
radio station: W3TKQ. Behind the 
plate glass, a spaceship’s worth of 
electronics let into exquisite 
cabinetry promised world—wide 
communications by radio. A backlit 
world map shows the pointing of a 
rooftop antenna array. And by 
picking up a telephone, she can 
listen in on the exotic garble of a 
single—sideband receiver. She 
spends hours listening, but is too 
shy to speak to the people behind 
the glass. A sign mentions the Phil— 
Mont Mobile Radio Club, and 
copies of their newsletter, "The 
Blurb" are posted nearby... 


Behind the plate glass, a 


spaceship’s worth of 
electronics let into exquisite 
cabinetry promised world- 
wide communications by 
radio. 


The bug had bitten. The institute 
bookstore had the ARRL books on 
licencing. A family friend made her 
a gift of a Heathkit AR-1 receiver 
that had been languishing in a 


basement, a long—wire antenna was 
strung, and a back bedroom of the 
rectory of a Germantown church 
was nightly filled with the sound of 
short—wave broadcasts, utility 
stations, and an occasional 
carefully—tuned phone or CW QSO.

Ah, CW! The one thing standing 
between her and the coveted Novice 
licence. For a Christmas in 1967 she 
asks her parents for a Morse code 
course——which in those days came 
on a vinyl LP, with a pamphlet of 
instructions. Somehow that just 
never worked for her, and the 
dream began to fade. And in 1968 
she moves on to high school, where 
she could begin to feed another 
technology obsession: computers.

"Radio Frequency Response” (RFR) 
is another story. In high—exposure 
fields, RADAR, TV stations, 
evidence of genetic damage in cows 
(FM has no cows) short term 
memory tests, leukemia, mortality, 
school children memory, attention, 
and psychological effects. The list is 
long and requires much more study. 


We think nothing of using cell 
phones extensively and the 
inattention problem in driving a car 
is only one of them. This modern 
world has its hazards. To learn 
more, go to the web site above. For 
serious scientific students, FM has 
available Dr. Lai’s list of scientific 
studies on email which started with 
exposure to cell towers within 200 
feet (10 PAGES).

Man of Many Hats 
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A day at W3AA 


Greetings Gang de Marc 


November 25 was a typical W3AA 
Sunday. The Tinkertoy exhibit was 
down in the Ist floor lunchroom. 
During the 10O-ON-10 Net, the 
usual check-ins constituted the first 
6 on the roster. 


WA3CRM, net control, was using 
the Ten—Tec Omni-VI and both the 
vertical (TX) and the Windom(RX). 
The vertical had an S5.5- 
background noise level while 

the Windom antenna had an S3. 
Then, check ins from 5—Land 
rolled in. Four check—ins from 
Oklahoma to New Orleans. So 10 
ain’t dead yet. 


Three walk—in guests would arrive 
that day. Jos. P. Fincutter, W3IK, 
was the most noteworthy. He is the 
senior operator at NN3SI, the 
Smithsonian Institute station. 


NN3SI has been on the air for 26 
years and staffed by about 14 hams. 
It is often accused of being a boot— 
legged call, since there are no NN 


calls on the amateur band. Their 
need for one American made rig 
resulted in the purchase of (guess 
what?), sound familiar?. 


Merrill, KT3Z, became engrossed 
in an eyeball QSO which spanned 
our lunchbreak. 


Merrill KT3Z recounts his visit with 
W3IK: Joe was a great guest. He 
was able to stay to 4 pm. While he 
was in the shack, he share many of 
his life experiences in radio 
telecommunications. Here are a few 
bites’: 


Retired from Government service 
with the rating of GS 15. Began 
working for the US Army as a radio 
instructor. Later the course of 
instruction was called "Electronics". 


Along the way, the Civil Service 
Commission decided that there 
really should be some educational 
standards required of personnel 
involved in working for the 
Government. Thus, the Ist Civil 
Service Examinations for 
"Subprofessional"(SP), and 
"Professional"(P) levels were 


developed. The examination lasted 
"all day Monday, all day Tuesday, 
all day Wednesday, and half a day 
on Thursday.". Joe qualified as a 
"Professional". 


Through the course of events(i.e. . 
being good at what he did- 
including inventing various circuits, 
testing devices, and 
transmitters/receivers; 

and, keeping his nose clean), Joe 
attained the position of GENERAL 
ENGINEER. 


After retirement, looking for 
something to do, Joe answered the 
call for volunteers for the 
Smithsonian Institution. When SI 
discovered his qualifications, they 
put him in charge of establishing 
the Amateur Radio Station at the 
SI: NN3SI. He was, and remains, 
the "Chief Operating 

Radioman". 


The SI station is a constituent of the 
SI, not a club. Financing is at the 
budgetary whims of the powers— 
that—be. So far, Joe says, the station 
started out in a beautiful 400 s.f. 
facility, then 72 s.f. IN a store 
room(where he and another 
operator were locked-in by 
accident——forgotten?. Now, the 
station is located in a 55 s.f. space, 
enough for 2 setups; when, the 
radios work. 


Joe was favorably impressed with 
W3AA. Very favorably impressed. 
He had so many tales to tell 
(including meeting JY1 at the house 
of an amateur radio friend of Joe). I 
mentioned that he would be a 
wonderful guest speaker at a 
meeting.
